TILDEN'S LETTER.

When Governor Hayes wrote bhis
letter of acceptance of the nomination
for the Presidency, there was no ou-
eertain sound in it. Every body un-
derstood it, and there could be no
question &s to the position either of
the Republican party or the Republi
enn Candidate.

such tax. The danger to the United
States treasury is not from claims of
persons residing in the southern states
or haviog property in those states, who
were, or pretended to be, or who, for
the sake of aidiug claims, now pretend
to have been loyal to the government
of the upion. Such claims, even of
loyal persons, where they are from acts
caused by operationsof war have been
disowned by the public law of eivilized
nations, condemned by adjadications
of the supreme court of the United
States, and only find any stutus by
foree of specific legislation of congress,

Here we have thisman, who, on ae-
cepling the nomination, averred he
eould not pledge hiwself before anu ewm-
ergeney oecurred, confronted by the
certainty of defeat—and forced into
an expression of Lis determination to
control his party. How much faith
ean be placed in his avermeut may be
sarmised from the fact that he swore
to income returns which have been
proven false. This initselfis sufficient
to stullify him as a witness. But he
was a strong resumptionist, and went
so far as to urge upon the New York
Legislature the passage of a law requir
ing the payment of taxes in gold, after
Jan. 1st 1879, and that law remains
unrepealed. He found an cmergency
when acceptivg the nowination for
the Presidency and swallowed his re
sumption principles so there was not a
vestige left. Elsewhere will be found
an item whoerein it is shown that Mr,
Tilden violated the “‘pledge of his sa-
ered honor,” whien interest or “‘emer
geney” offered the opportunity.

States Army. or any part thereof, dur-
ing the late civil war, in the same
waoner and under the same regula-
‘ions as compensation i= now allowed
for guartermaster stores used by said
army. Provided, bowever, that the
affidavit of the claimant, supported by
the competent testimony of any reput-
able citizen, shall be sufficient proof to
establish the fact of the use and oeccn-
pation of such property by said army.
But it is not the intention of theaect
to limit the parties to the amount of
proof herein specified, but otherand
additional testimony may be taken to
establish the faet of the use and oceon-
pation and the rental valoe of the
perty oceupied.

Thatull eitizens of the United States
